Applicant should also be informed that this decision is final and
will only be reconsidered upon the presentation of new relevant
evidence which was not reasonably available at the time the
application was filed. _

SUBJECT: Aﬁilication for Identification (ID) Card Benefits and Privileges for-

1. Requested Action: The applicantwants to know if she is eligible for identification
(ID) identification card benefits and privileges as the former spouse of Master Sergeant_

2. Facts:

a. Master Sergeant |25 placed on the Permanent Disability Retired List
(PDRL) on 17 July 1967 with 19years, 9 months, and 1 day active duty service. At the time of
his retirement, the overlap of their marriage and his creditable service in determining eligibility
to retired pay was 15 years, 8 months, and 14 days. The overlap period begins on the date of
marriage and ends on Sergeant |JJjjij st day of active duty. I ™met two requirements
of the Uniformed ServicesFormer Spouses’ Protection Act. She had been married to Sergeant
I or at least 20 years and completed at least 15 years but less than the 20 year requirement
of overlap of marriage and the sponsor’s creditable service for retired pay. However, she did not
met the third requirement of the Uniformed Services Former Spouse’s Protection Act. The
military sponsor must have completed at least 20 years creditable service for retired pay, All
three requirements have to be met before a former spouse is eligible for ID card benefits and
privileges. Theretor: | ]I~ ~.14 not be eligible for ID card benefits and privileges as a
former spouse.

b. Sergeant i :vititary records would have to be adjusted so his dates would
reflect that he had at least 20 years of creditable service for retired pay. However, his records are
not in error. No authority exists to change his retirement date for the sole purpose of allowing
his spouse eligibility to former spouse benefits and privileges. The law specifies that the military
sponsor must have at least 20 years of creditable service in determining eligibility for retired pay.
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3. Recommendation. No error or injustice has accurred. Sergeant Il 4id not
complete 20 years of creditable servicein determiningeligibility to retired pay. To adjust
Sergeant ———reeords  would not be consi t with the intent of the law.
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
